lin sentiment and go into hysterics in 
behalf « tf the hoys of « *ight« » en, nine­ 
teen and twenty.

the army.” 
While pointing out the benefits which 
men who serv ed in th« * Civ il war r« w 
celv ed.

soldi« *rs on « *ith« *r side In the Civ il 
war. su« *h as the Y. M. C. A. ami « itlmr 
organizations, and th« * Ro« i « ’r*>ss. “ The 
soldiers of the Union army nev er had 
ham and bacon,’’ said Nelson; “ we re­ 
ceiv e« ! nothing but salt pork and salt 
beef In the brine, nnd hardtack. 
In 
t h o s e days we were not ev en able to 
get ‘Iloov er bread.*” 


The thousands nnd thousands of oflU 
c« *rs In the army and nav y who hav e 
ent« *rc« l the serv ice since war began 
will lie pleased with tin* recent <tr 
ders lssu« *d by the war « lopartment 
and the nav y department which place 
them « m nn equal footing with the reg 
nlnr officers in both serv ices in the 
matter of titles nnd dtstlncthms. llere- 
toforc the regular officers of the army 
ami nav y wore a distinctiv e badge 
Regular army officers only were enti­ 
tled to the “ !• S." on their collars. 
Now all wear the same insignia. 
The 
change Is a v ery small matter, but it 
is no doubt gratifying to those men 
who hav e offered their serv ices and 
arc doing their best wherev er they 
may be sent.

under fifteen years. 


During the debate on the extension 
of the draft nearly ev ery time when 
a senntor or a member of the house 
imtde a telling remark about "babies 
of eighteen years” being thrown Into 
the battle front, the women in the 
galleries would applaud. 
“ That is the 
best argument against woman suffrage 
that has been made,” remarked a man 
in the gallery. 
"It goes to show that 
*f women had control they nev er would 
allow n war because tt would mean 
the sacrifice of their sons and rela­ 
tiv e« .”
